To these events we cunnot be indifferent ; they
are of ro vitnl & churac'er that we should give
to them a caim and deliberate conglderation.

Ae the Chiel Executive of the 8tate, | deem it
a duty under the Constitution to express In
form the apprehension, which you doubtleas
share with me, lest the stability of onr affauy
be suddenly broken up.

There 1= an unmistakable purpose upon the
art of those who control the National Legieia-
ure to enforce at all basards thew own terms of

restoration,

The means they propose throaten to at once
reverse our progress towards the eatablishment
of thatl permunent tranguitity which is so much
deslred by all. To ds #o 18 to immeasurably
avgzment the distress which now exists, and to
lnnugurate cootusiomg the end of which no
bhuman prescience cun foresee,

To-day the cardina! priociple of restoration
seems Lo be favorable action upon the proposed
amendment to the Constituuon, which I trans-
mitted to you in my aunval message,

Tpon tiie merits of thut nmendment my views
are already known, Tbey are founded on prin-
ciple, and are unchanged,

The neceesitv of the case, I am now con-
striined to think, is differont. We should lovk
our true condition tull in the lace.

not reti'y the rmpu&cll amendments,” They
therefore reporfed a joint resolution that *‘the
Slate of Alabama refuses to ratity” fhe amend-
mwert, This resolution wus adopted by a vote ot
27 to 2 in the Senate, snd 69 1o R in the House,
The two Senntors who voted o favor of ratifica-
tion—Messrs, Felder, of Montgomery, and Sykes,
of Lawrence—made lengthy explanations of the
votes they were about to cast, while similar
stitements were made on the part of Senntors
who voled for concurrence in the report,

On tke reception of the Scuate's action in the
